*50,000 grant 
for energy 

A $50,000 federal contract has been 
awarded Wayne County’s Energy Man- 
agement Council to prepare a supply- 
side analysis of optional energy sources 
available to local communities, County 
Commissioner, James Rashid, the 
Council’s Chairman, announced today 

“The new Phase 11 Program takes up 
where Phase I left off.’* Rashid said. 
“Phase 1 preached conservation and 
provided communities with programs, 
strategies and incentives to be used bp 
the community and its residents alike 

“While we would have liked to have 
pursued the results of the conservation 
projects to determine what savings, if 
any, were realized, the federal govern- 
ment has opted to investigate supply- 
side resources instead, the commis- 
sioner explained 

According to Rashid, the initial stages 
of Phase II indicates Wayne County’s 
total energy resources, excluding synth 
etics, will have a 24 597 trillion BTU 
(British Thermal Unit) shortfall by the 
year 2000 at the bare minimum This 
gives us a picture of what the County and 
its communities must shoot for if we are 
to maintain our present energy level.” 
he said

decided to go over the warrants and 
agree to pay city employees at last Tues- 
day’s council meeting, it is doubtful that 
employees would have received their 
checks on time. 

Council has to approve warrants — a 
promise to pay — before City Treasurer 
can issue the checks. 

However. Oakley and Cantrell have 
been waging a duel over whose depart- 
ment has jurisdiction over “accounts

The Van Buren Board of Trustees will 
be scanning through a score of possible 
candidates the next few weeks to choose 
a successor to trustee Fred Domen who 
resigned from the board last w'eek. 

Domen last month announced that he 
would step down from the board to pur- 
sue business ventures^md said tn^.t he 
would submit his formal resignation to 
the board on Jan. 12. The board received 
and accepted Domen's resignation last 
Tuesday. 

“The board members will have to in- 
terview' and finally select from the field 
the successful candidates,” said Patri- 
cia Cullin. Township Supervisor, who 
added that there was no timetable for 
the selection. The decision (to select 
the trustee) will be up to the board ” 

At present, there are four candidates 
who are seeking to fill the vacancy: 
Edgar Busch, of 12585 Stanley Rd ; 
Elmer Memering, 45759 Ecorse; Hugh 
Betts. 50953 Expressway; and Ann 
LePendu, 47032 Ayres. 

If the board fails to select a successor 
within 45 days then Governor Milliken 
can step in and determine w ho will sit on 
the local board 

Domen. elected as a Republican 10 
years ago but then switching to the 
Democratic Party, told the board of his 
intentions to resign early in December 

In his written resignation to the board 
dated Jan. 15. 1982, Domen stated: 
“Please accept my resignation from the 
Van Buren Township Board as Trustee. 
I feel that you have had ample time to 
consider a replacement for the position, 
and will make a competent decision.

For the second consecutive week record lows were set in Metro- 
politan Detroit and local municipalities and townships continue to 
shiver from the deep freeze

More* than) 260 deaths were attributed 
to the bitter cold that has paralyzed 
much of the nation. Fortunately for the 
area, residents didn’t have to struggle 
through power outages and snow that 
blanketed the country. 

Residents who were brave enough to 
venture on the highways Sunday found 
the roads slippery and precarious. 

“We had six auto accidents, but none 
resulting in any serious injuries,” said a 
Van Buren Township police official. “I 
think the people who had to drive, drove 
very carefully and cautiously.” 

Sumpter Township’s Police Chief 
Clinton Brow r n said that the record cold 
didn't hamper police operations. I feel 
most of the residents preferred staying 
home and not risk having their car 
break down on the highway. 

“I think we’re all pretty sick of this 
cold— wish it would stay in Alaska 
where it belongs,” he quipped. 

Huron Township Police Chief Joe Car- 
ney said that the township had several 
accidents over the weekend due to the 
slippery roads, “but nothing sensation- 
al. No fatalities or anything like that. 

“I guess the people have gotten kind of 
used to it,” Chief Carney added, “and 
they've conditioned themselves to take 
it easy.” 

Romulus Police Chief Donald Flood 


also said that “there weie r.o serious 
accidents due to the cold, but a “freak 
accidept” led to the death of a 57-year- 
old Allen Park woman earlier in the 
week. 

The victim, Carmel Goodlet, an em- 
ployee of Mireo Products. 28171 North- 
line Road, parked her vehicle in the 
company’s lot and got out. According to 
police, Ms. Goodlet then went to the rear 
of the car which suddenly jerked back- 
wards and pinned the victim. 

Ms. Goodlet was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Heritage Hospital. 

She was the first person to lose her life 
on Romulus roads this year

Cable TV has arrived in Belleville 
That’s the word from Peter Newell, 
president of Omnicom of Plymouth 
whose company was granted Bellevil- 
le’s franchise last year- 
Newell told City Council Monday night 
that his firm is ready to test the system 
We have constructed a cable TV sys- 
tem that presently has 36 channels but 
will eventually have 52 channels in the 
near future, Newell told council 
Newell said the final phase of the con- 
struction should be completed by Feb 5. 
when the tests will take place 
On May 15. 1981. Omnicom was 


awarded the Belleville franchise to con- 
struct this city’s first cable TV network 
The Plymouth-based company posted a 
$100,000 cash bond to ensure speedy con- 
struction on the system 
“We stood to lose all or pari of the 
bond if construction of the Belleville sys- 
tem fell behind, but this is no longer a 
concern “ Newell said The system is 
90 percent complete and will begin serv - 
ing subscribers by early February 
The cable TV firm will offer first run 
movies, all-sports channel all-news 
channel and many more features to its 
subscribers

Sumpter Planning Commission to hold public hearing 


Super Sewer will come up for debate 
when the Sumpter Township Planning 
Commission holds a public hearing at 7 
p m.. Wed.. Feb. 3 at the township hall, 
2348'» Sumpter Road 
Township officials say that the hear- 
ing has been scheduled to provide all 
interested residents an opportunity to 
ask questions, seek information, and 


discuss details on the proposed sanitary 
sewer system 

The Super Sewer ’, a system of sew- 
ers proposed for some 11 local and 
neighboring communities including Van 
Buren, Sumpter. Huron. Romulus. Flat 
Rock. Rockwood. Gibraltar, and 
Woodhaven. was initially proposed 10 
years ago, however, financing the mas- 


sive project and political snarls caused 
its delay. 

The cost of the project is estimated at 
approximately $250 million and may run 
into the $375 million if an interceptor is 
extended to serve northwest Wayne 
County and southwest Oakland County 
The sewer will carry waste water to a 
new' sewage treatment plant to be built 


at the mouth of the Huron River.

A challenge from Wayne County Com- 
missioner George F. Killeen. State 
Senator John C Hertel and the president 
and vice-president of the County Char- 
ter Commission has at least temporarily 
stopped further organization of a new 
union tentatively formed for labor con- 
tract bargaining in behalf of manage- 
ment officials of the County Road Com- 
mission 

A temporary restraining order to that 
effect was issued on Jan 13 by Circuit 
Court Judge Harold Hood The order 
postpones further action until a hearing 
scheduled for Jan. 28 to assess the legal- 
ity of a move allegedly meant to protect 
high-level road commission jobs from 
changes possible under the new County 
Charter approved by voters in Novem- 
ber that takes effect in January 1983 

Joining Killeen and Hertel in the suit 


are George E . Ward and Justine Barnes, 
respectively the president and vice- 
president of the Charter Commission 
w hich drafted new rules and responsibi- 
lities that the proposed union is said to 
violate. 

Purportedly, the new union negoti- 
ated a six-year contract with the three- 
member Road Commission which 
guarantees 70-some management posi- 
tions unchanged in that duration. 

Each job involved would continue pay 
at more than $35,000 and the highest 
would exceed $60,000. all of them exclud- 
ing fringe benefits The plaintiffs in the 
suit claim that the proposed agreement 
violates conditions of the new r County 
Charter and the statute establishing 
that charter by trying to circumvent au- 
thority allowed a chief county executive 
officer in those provisions. 


Current with the suit is a request from 
County Board Chairman Samuel A. Tur- 
ner asking the Road Commission to halt 
further implementation of the agree- 
ment until the County Board of Labor 
Relations reviews the proposed contract 
and reports to the Board of Commis- 
sioners. 

Although they operated semi- 
autonomously with their own separate 
budget, members of the Road Commis- 
sion are appointed by the Board of Com- 
missioners. 

A potential conflict of interest is the 
concern of Turner and the plaintiffs in 
the suit, they said Officials at that level 
should primarily be concerned with 
management interests, not employee in- 
terests, and they emphasize that in gov- 
ernment the management interest is the 
public interest.

If a partial denture 
breaks or becomes dam- 


several missing natural 
teeth. It is held in place by 
clasps that grip the natural 
teeth adjacent to the par- 
tial. 

Good oral hygiene 
habits are particularly im- 
portant for wearers of 
partial dentures. If food 
residue and film are 
allowed to accumulate on 
clasps (which are food 
traps) the important abut- 
ment teeth may decay. 
Therefore, partials should 
be cleaned after each meal 
and special attention 
should be given to cleaning 
the inside of the clasps. 
While you're at it, clean 
your regular teeth to re- 
move any food debris that 
could accumulate under 
the cover afforded by the 


aged in any way, it should 
be taken at once to the 
dentist for repair. 
Attempts to wear a dam- 
aged appliance can be 
dangerous. A shift of a 
fraction of a millimeter in 
the form of the partial can 
cause destructive forces on 
several teeth. Also, an im- 
proper amateur -adjust- 
ment could possibly render 
the partial completely use- 
less and irreparable by 
anyone.

Contracts signed 


Road patrol 
resumes Metro 
Airport security 


Contracts were signed last week res- 
toring a road patrol function of the 
Wayne County Sheriff s department 
along with a security detail at the De- 
troit-Wayne County Metropolitan Air- 
port. 

Both units were dropped from the 
county budget in November, 1980. and 
after a year-long series of lawsuits with 
some aspects still pending, both were 
restored without cost to the county 
treasury. 

Previously the operations cost the 
county between $5 and $8 million annual- 
ly for services provided by about 250 
officers and support staff. 

The new agreement allows rehiring of 
only 42 deputies immediately, but it also 
permits the department to negotiate 
their services with various municipali- 
ties in the county and to charge suffi- 
cient fees making the service self sup- 
porting. 

All contracts must finally be approved 
by the Board of Commissioners, 
however. 


Together with signing of the con- 
tracts. a withdrawal of pending lawsuits 
and court appeals by the deputies will 
trigger release of checks for overtime 
pay accumulated since last December 
when officers continued working despite 
elimination of their positions from the 
budget. The overtime pay will approxi- 
mate a million dollars. 

On Thursday last week, while sitting 
as the Ways and Means Committee, the 
commissioners postponed decision on 
reallocation of funds for 40-hour training 
of officers staffing the jail in downtown 
Detroit. 

In that decision, the commissioners 
asked for more time to study the impact 
of the new contracts restoring the road 
patrol and airport details. 

Since elimination of these units, many 
formerly employed there were transfer- 
red to the jail or took jobs elsewhere. 
When some of those now at the jail are 
returned to the airport or road patrol, 
new jailer replacements will need 
training. 


School board studies

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Debs resigns as police commander 


Van Buren official cites ‘media harassment’ 


Ending a week-long suspense and a 
three-month controversy. Police Com- 
mander Richard Debs submitted his 
resignation last Tuesday to the Van 
Buren Board of Trustees. The Board 
unanimously accepted the resignation 

Ironically, Debs’ resignation came.on 
the eve of a report from the State Police 
Department which stated that the de- 
partment s investigation into Debs past 
showed that he “had no criminal re- 
cord 

The investigation was prompted by 
the Van Buren Board because board 
members wanted to “clear the air about 
Debs’ past.’’ Debs has had brushes with 
the law in which he was accused of im- 
personating a p olice officer and posses- 
sing two Michigan driver s licenses, 
bearing hisphoto but with different 
names. 

Debs, 44. was appointed to the police 
commander s position on Nov. 10. re- 
portedly triggering the early retirement 
of ex-police chief George Montgomery. 

In his written statement to the board, 
Debs stated that he was reluctant to res- 
ign because he had not reached all of his 
goals. 

“I want it to be clear in everyone s 
mind that I am doing so (resigning) at 
this time with reluctance first of all be- 


cause I have not yet achieved all of the 
goals I have set for the department, and 
because of coersion. intimidation and 
harassment of the Board members and 
myself by the news media.’’ 

Debs was appointed to the part-time 
police force as a patrolman and was 
named commander for his administra- 
tive abilities on Nov. 10.11 During Debs’ 
brief and controversial tenure as police 
commander his department managed to 
break up three burglary rings, and the 
breaking and entry rate is down from 12 
per day to seven per week, he told the 
Board 

However, Debs past apparently man- 
aged to come back to haunt him and his

Rug rats and ankle biters — if these 
sound like the potential objects of the 
Man from Orkin to you. you are not con- 
versant with the vernacular of many 
people who are hidebound by their 
perception of children. 

That's right folks — these pejorative 
terms are commonly used to refer to 
children. 

Nothing is quite so galling to me as to 
have a stranger at the shopping mall 
where I walk with my twin two-year olds 
casually quip, sotto-voce, “double- 
trouble”. 

Perhaps this sensitivity on my part is 
a bit unreasonable, but it does reflect a 
great concern that I have regarding our 
attitudes toward children in this coun- 
try. This preconscious derision of chil- • 
dren by seemingly benevolent people is 
what I refer to as, Childism— just like 
racism or sexism. 

That is, many people assume that be- 
cause children are young and helpless in 
many ways they are inferior in their so- 
cial status as human beings and. as 
such, can be thought of as simply per- 
sonal possessions or impediments to 
success and comfort. 

* The point of bringing up this subject at 
this time is that January is the worst 
month of the year for physical abuse of 
children. This includes all sorts of 


physical abuse, ranging from beating to 
sexual abuse. 

It seems that those times characte- 
rized by crowding indoors and high un-. 
employment are the times during which 
the threat of violence towards children 
and others are greatest. 

In addition, the extra bills which the 
Christmas and holiday season brings to 
parents add to the anxiety and frustra- 
tion of parents in January. In this sense. 
Detroit could assuredly be characte- 
rized as. **an accident waiting to hap- 
pen”, since our unemployment statis- 
tics coupled with our inclement winter 
weather are unequaled anywhere, with 
the exception of my hometown, Butte, 
Montana, which has been referred to as 
the “meanest, toughest, dirtiest, coldest 
city in America” (and that was by the 
Chamber of Commerce). 

If you feel you are losing your temper 
with your children enough that you feel 
out of control, the first thing you might 
try is putting yourself and child in sepa- 
rate rooms temporarily. 

Many children have been maimed and 
even killed by a single blow from an out 
of control parent. 

Another thing you can try, is calling a 
friend, relative, doctor, hospital 
emergency room, or community crisis 
center when you feel you are losing con- 
trol to the point where you might harm 
your children physically. This momen- 
tary distraction may be all you need to 
cool off. and may prevent you from 
doing irreparable harm to yur child. 

Finally , if you know of cases or strong- 
ly suspect that children are being 
abused, please report this to the police 
or other authorities, as you may be sav- 
ing someone's life— something that 
medicine, in general, and this article in 
particular, continue to strive to accom- 
plish.

Throughout the annals of man it has 
been customary for grooms to don their 
most splendid raiment for their wedding 
ceremonies, according to the American 
Formalwear Association 

Of course, the higher the rank and the 
greater the wealth of the groom, the 
more splendid was his garb. 

However, even the lowliest wore their 
“best” for their nuptials and, if possible, 
made sure that their wedding garments 
differed in some degree from their ev- 
eryday clothes. 

In biblical times, grooms of the elite 
wore exquisite robes made of fine 
linens and lawns shot through with 
threads of silver and gold and bordered 
with intricate embroidery. 

As there were no “formal colors” in 
those days, those robes could range any- 
where from pure white to jewel-like 
hues of brilliant red, blue, yellow and 
green. 

The only colors eschewed were pur- 
ple. which was reserved for wear by 
royalty, and black which then was only 
worn for mourning. 

The use of brilliantly colored formal- 
wear declined during the early Greek 
and Roman eras 

Both in Athens and in Rome the elect 
wore pure white, sometimes bordered in 
friezes of gold and silver to differentiate 
them from the slaves and craftsmen. 

As the Roman Empire came to domin- 
ate the then-known world, its mode of 
dress set the standard for all of what we 
now know as Europe with the exception 
of Scandinavia. 

The next important change in wed- 


novelty not to be worn at affairs where 
ladies were present. 

To this day. the French refer to the tux 
or dinner jacket as “Le Smoking.” Of 
course, the dinner jacket (tux) is now 
considered to be eminently correct for 
wear at events which ladies attend.

Those exquisite fabrics, many of 
which were either embroidered or 
quilted, were often worn in conjunction 
with dress armor which was either intri- 
cately chased or studded with coats of 
arms. 

The elite didn’t wear trousers, but 
rather long hose of colored fine cotton. 

It was during the Renaissance, parti- 
cularly in the Latin countries, that 
grooms decked themselves in great 
splendor. Silks, brocades and velvets in 
virtually every color of the rainbow 
were worn. 

The dress swords worn with those out- 
fits were actually works of art. exam- 
ples of which can be seen in modern 
museums. 

In the late 18th century. Beau Brum- 
mel, a young officer in the British 10th 
Hussars and a close fr jend of the Prince 
of Wales who later became George IV, 
was known at Court as a perfectionist in 
manners and dress, and he became the 
style-setter for the English. 

His dress influence eventually 
affected all of Europe, and to some de- 
gree its effect is reflected in modern 
menswear, particularly in formalwear. 

Up to the time of Beau Brummel. the 
custom of w earing gaily colored formal- 
wear was firmly established. 


It probably reached its peak at the 
French court where satins, velvets and 
brocades were embellished with lace, 
expensively buckled shoes and the pow- 
dered wigs w hich then marked the attire 
of the gentry. 

However. Brummel revolutionized 
formalwear when he appeared at court 
dressed in stark black, relieved only by 
white shirt and white bow tie. 

His only ornamentation was jeweled 
shirt studs, cufflinks and rings His tail- 
coat was essentially the same as those 
worn today except that it was of silk. 

The tail less evening jacket cut along 
the lines of the modern business suit was 
introduced by Griswold Lorillard at 
Tuxedo Park, N.Y., in 1886 

Thus was born the "Tuxedo.” For 
some time the tuxedo was thought of as a

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2 commissioners to sue over county apportionment plan 

Beard, Runco charge ‘Holley Plan ’ doesn’t conform to state statutes 


Wayne bounty Commissioners Kay L 
Beard (D-Dearborn Heights/Inkster) 
and William Runco (R-Dearborn 
Heights/ Dear born) have threatened to 
sue the County Apportionment Commis- 
sion over their newly-adopted “Holley” 
Plan that reduces commissioner district 
from 27 to 15. 

I Charging the plan does not conform to 
state statutes, is discriminatory and un- 
fair to several Western Wayne County 
communities, both commissioners indi- 
cated at a joint press conference last 
week thtt they have contacted their re- 
spective city officials and have received 
assurances of support. 

Other commissioners are also con- 
sidering legal action including R Wil- 
liam Joyner (D-Plymouth) left with 10 
percent of his original district and now 
forced to.^pmpete against Mary E Du- 
man, a Livonia Republican 

The balance of Joyner's district, 
which includes the townships of Canton. 
Van Buren, Sumpter and portions of 
Westland and Romulus is without an en- 
cumbent as is District 8. on Detroit’s 
west side. 

The reapportionment plan is the re- 


sult of a county-wide referendum 
approved last November in which the 
public voted to restructure the county 
under the provisions of a new charter 
and to elect a county executive to 
assume fiscal responsibility 

The charter reduces the number of 
commissioner districts based on the 
1980 census and takes effect January 1, 
1983. 

Among other complaints of Beard and 
Runco were the lack of a public hearing, 
failure of the Appeals Court to respond 
to a request for a 30-day extension to 
allow submission of other redistricting 
plans, and the speed with which the five- 
man Apportionment Commission rail- 
roaded through" the Holley proposal 

• Dearborn Heights, in particular, has 
been chopped up into three different dis- 
tricts and is a minority in all three," 
Mrs. Beard said, adding, ' Westland is 
also split into three districts and is a 
minority in two out of three Dearborn is 
divided into two districts and is a minor- 
ity in both.” 

Runco, in-commenting on Mrs. 
Beard s statement, said Dearborn and 
Dearborn Heights have common prob- 


lems and are on the same economic 
plane and yet Holley has found it neces- 
sary to combine Dearborn and Taylor — 
totally dissimilar communities with 
wide variances in income and property 
values 

In her statement to the press. Mrs. 
Beard pointed out: "State statutes re- 
quire that all districts be contiguous, as 
nearly square as possible and that no 
township or city be split unless for 
population purposes and then only to 
make districts as nearly equal as 
possible. 

“We recognize." she continued, “that 
in a county as uniquely shaped as Wayne 
County there would have to be some di- 
visions of a few communities, but the 
Holley Plan (named after Hubert L Hol- 
ley. the Democratic Party representa- 
tive on the Apportionment Commission) 
appears to have ignored the fact that the 
original staff plan managed to leave 
Dearborn Heights and Westland reason- 
ably intact. 

“In fact, under the staff plan. Dear- 
born Heights was wholly contained in 
one district. When Mr. Holley stated 
that his concern was to do a better job of 


apportioning Detroit, one can only won- 
der why his plan did not also include 
concern for the Western Wayne County 
communities 

• Knowing that the Apportionment 
Commission agreed to ask the Michigan 
Court of Appeals for a 30-day extension 
at their January 6th meeting, several 
concerned persons were, themselves,

Union rep offers his team’s 
side of contract talks 


After reading front page article of January 13, 1982 
regarding the status of the City of Romulus’ Union 
employees Contract and after noting the remark that 
was mad** with regard to wanting a “bigger piece of 
the pie,” I thought you might want to hear the Un- 
ion’s side of the story, which by the way. should have 
been sought prior to the writing of the article. 

As Chief Union Steward for Teamster’s Local 214 
as well as an elected member of the negotiating team 
for the Union. I can state that we have been working 
for the Cfity without a contract for the past 18 months 
Although we have been negotiating in good faith 
during this period . it was necessary to go through all 
the legal steps afforded us; bargaining, negotiating. 
State Mediation and finally. Fact Finding 
The Fact Finder’s Report and Recommendation 
recognized that our unit was at least $1 per hour 
below that of comparable surrounding communities, 
but due to the City ’s current financial status, recom- 
mended only a 50 cents per hour increase, payable 
retroactive to July. 1980. 

This recommendation was unanimously accepted 
by our local at our December meeting and we then 
waited for City Council to either accept or reject this 
same recommendation. 

Romulus City Council refused to take any action 
either for or against theT'act Finder’s Report, but 
suggested the two sides meet once again so that the 
City’s negotiating team could address the issue. 

A meeting between the two negotiating teams was 
held, whereupon the City made a final proposal, 
which was considerably less than what the Fact Fin- 
der’s Report proposed. The negotiating team for the 
Union was then obligated to bring this proposal back 
to the membership for their perusal . even though the 
negotiators knew that the membership had already 


spoken for the Fact Finder’s Report as their final 
proposal. 

A meeting of the Union was held to either accept or 
reject the City’s final offer, whereupon no action was 
taken. The membership’ still insisted they wanted 
City Council to vote on the Fact Finder's Report. 

Now. even though they were present and even had 
a voice in the appointing of a negotiating team for the 
Union, it is obvious that some Union members are 
not aware of what the purpose is of a negotiating 
team, because at the City Council Meeting of Janu- 
ary 12. 1982, two Union members approached City 
Council insisting Council take action on the Fact Fin- 
der’s Report 

This resulted in City Council merely appointing a 
member of said Council to the City’s negotiating 
team This can only result in more time and allow for 
further economic set-backs. 

To date, I have not been notified as to when we will 
next meet 

I don’t know if we will have to go back to “square 
one” or if we will pick up from the Fact Finder’s 
Report Will the City honor their last offer, or will 
they withdraw it? 

When you speak of 4 l a piece of the pie.*’ I would like 
to remind you that the City Administration has 
already found it financially possible to grant pay 
increases to all its Department Heads and Salaried 
employees 

The Pay Board will undoubtedly grant all of our 
Elected Officials substantial pay increases. I would 
certainly say that these groups of people have 
obtained their piece of the pie."

Contract 
talks are 
confusing

There is a letter on this page optic- 
al at the way our staff handled a front 
page story about the negotiations be- 
tween the Teamsters Local 214 and 
the City of Romulus. 

George Simko, Jr., who is chief un- 
ion steward for that local, has a right 
to his opinion. And that’s why we pro- 
vided for “Guest Editorial” space. 

But, if there is confusion galore 
reigning over the never-ending. 18- 
month impasse between his group 
and the city’s negotiating team, it’s 
understandable. The Teamsters 
want a contract, and the city js will- 
ing to oblige but not at all costs. 

I’ve been privileged to hear a cou- 
ple of the teamsters union members 
— Glenn Free and Charlotte 
McBride publicly debate the con- 
tract in the council chambers. 

And, after hearing their argu- 
ments, I can understand the confu- 
sion. 

First, Mr. Free says he is not in the 
council chambers as a union repre- 
sentative. but a citizen of Romulus 
“concerned over the lack of progress 
between the team negotiating teams, 
then a few hours later he informs 
council — and the public — that he is 
indeed an elected official of the 
union.” 

As we sit there taking notes we 
wonder which Free to believe. 

Ms. McBride at least knows \vho 
she is. A union member concerned 
about the lack of a contract. The in- 
ability to reach an agreement be- 
tween the two sides falls on both 
sides, we believe. One learns from 
one’s experience that usually those 
who rant and rave however are not 
ready to listen to reason. 

The union realizes the city 
“doesn’t have the money.” 

Also they aren’t helping matters. 

Apparently, the union sent in one 
negotiating team, then switched to 
another late in the ballgame. That's 
all right when you’re on an athletic 
field, but when you’re negotiating a 
contract, one team comes back with 
one set of data ; the other has a com- 
pletely different conception on what 
is going on. 

That’s what happened here, 
according to the dialogue provided in 
the council chambers. The union sent 
in one team first, which had a hand- 
shake contract, then all of a sudden a 
second group sneaked in for more 
talks and there was no agreement. 

Confused? I am, so is Council. 

We hope the action that Romulus 
City Council took last Tuesday — 
appointing Jimmie Raspberry to the 
city’s bargaining team will break the 
deadlock. 

Raspberry, who was brought up in 
the rank and file of the union, knows 
the pitfalls of such negotiations. As 
he said at the meeting, “There must 
be a way to compromise — that is the 
essence of contract negotiations.” 





Poignant problems of Penelope Pencilpusher 


( EDITOR ’S NOTE - This is the second 
in a two part series that initially 
appeared in the Jan 13-14 issue of the 
Associated Newspapers ) 

“Contracting out created fun- 
damental problems in accountability,” 
Kettl said It lead to creation of new. 
permanent municipal agencies to over- 
see administration of non-city groups 

This new function of local govern- 
ment, contract administration, is not li- 
mited to anti-poverty programs. Police 
and sheriffs departments contract for 
halfway houses, the courts have con- 
tracts with counselors Demand for ser- 
vices to the elderly, mentally retarded, 
mentally ill, alcoholics and drug abus- 
ers has led to creation of separate over- 
sight departments within local govern- 
ment Sometimes the departments con- 
tract directly with special interest 
groups that lobby for service Their in- 
timacy occasionally smacks of incest 
The organizations may receive a com- 
bination of federal, state, local and pri- 
vate dollars, but invariably it's the 
federal dole that increases citizens' ex- 
pectations and permits non-profits to 
proliferate 

In Nassau County <Long Island). 
N.Y , for example. Senior Citizen 


Affairs Director Roberta Figer employs 
94 people, few of whom provide direct 
service. Under frants from the Older 
Americans Act, they supervise con- 
tracts with 25 agencies offering 23 diffe- 
rent kinds of care, all necessary — and 
popular. 

Relations between the agencies and 
the county are excellent. “We couldn't 
operate without our non-profits,” Ms. 
Figer says proudly One unusual Nassau 
County requirement for participating 
organizations ensures commitment: 
agencies must contribute additional dol- 
lars or services before the county sup- 
plies the matching” funds required by 
the federal grant 

So far. the Older Americans Act has 
escaped severe federal budget cutting 
Other social services haven’t been so 
fortunate And now that Washington has 
chosen to leave the grant business to 
state and local officials, the Pencil- 
pusher brigade is anxious to learn the 
new ground rules : some groups accus- 
tomed to receiving money directly from 
the federal government will now have to 
go through the state and local govern- 
ment So grantsmen nation-wide are 
launching a full-fledged campaign to 
win the few remaining dollars The 
game plan is subtle and Penelope holds 


most of the cards, for no elected politi- 
can will admit waging battle with the 
likes of Catholic Charities, Jewish 
Family Services and Church World Ser- 
vices. 

Obviously, local government officials 
have hard choices. Should they fund 
Aunt Nellies’ homemaker or take away 
little Gertrude s day care? County 
budgets are devastated by inflation, tax 
reform movements and loss of federal 
funds. Nevertheless, some good prog- 
rams may disappear while inefficient 
ones linger In Allegheny County (Pitt- 
sburgh), Pa., for example, a crisis in- 
tervention program has folded Crisis 
intervention is an adjunct to police work 
credited with keeping families together 
and preventing youths from landing in 
jail. It has been shown to be a moneysav- 
er . but it didn’t have a large enough con- 
stituency to save it once federal funds 
expired 

Community organizations without 
federal funding are also threatened 
Since 1955, parents of mentally retarded 
people in a five-county area new Des 
Moines have worked to keep their chil- 
dren out of institutions Today a coordi- 
nating unit keeps tabs on 22 community 
groups that operate an integrated sys- 
tem of education, job training and hous- 


ing County officials are proud of it, and 
most of the funds are local. When the 
federal government pulls back on 
money for other services, however, the 
delicate financial balance of this system 
may need find tuning. 

Nor are all federally -funded com- 
munity groups models of efficiency 
In Hillsborough Couty (Tampa). Fla., 
three community mental health centers 
located within miles of each other (each 
with a Paul. Peter and Pam Pencil- 
pusher ) . provide similar services. Each 
will look to local government to help 
them survive loss of federal funds, and 
therefore, only recently have they 
moved to reduce duplication of effort 
In Dade County. Fla., commissioners 
figure they must cut $47 million in ser- 
vices next year as a result of dwindling 
federal dollars Among the options cons- 
idered was elimination of the local 
match’’ for a mental health center 
During one budget hearing the center’s 
clients filled an entire auditorium Most 
testified at length on the benefits of men- 
tal health care Because of the public 
outcry. Dade County commissioners 
have agreed to continue supporting the 
center for one more year. 

The CETA program, community de- 
velopment. and services to the elderly 


are among Dade County programs that 
may receive cuts Each involves con- 
tracts between the county and commun- 
ity organizations. ‘ There is a lot of anxi- 
ety,” explained Dade Official Eileen 
Maloney. “The full brunt of the 1982 cuts 
hasn’t been felt. Nobody’s sure what’s 
going to happen. 

There hasn’t been a great outpouring 
of private donations to replace federal 
largesse. In fact, this year’s United W f ay 
campaign in Dade County fell far short 
of its goal for the first time in 22 years 

Sure, some counties are helping local 
groups seel alternative sources of funds 
Jack Milberger of Allegheny County is 
working on development of a new scout 
training center to be located in a com- 
munity college, and paid for by the 
scouts He also lauds the state's Neigh- 
borhood Assistance Act, giving corpora- 
tions large tax breaks on contributions 
to certain non-profits 

In Indiana, the state has set up a train- 
ing institute charged with encouraging 
community development and CETA 
affiliates to share the few remaining re- 
sources. This is a difficult approach, but 
one others would do well to adopt 

After two decades of service, well- 
entrenched community organizations 
are not going to quietly fade away from 


public life Penelope Pencilpusher is de- 
dicated. She has clients and families to 
satisfy, morgages to pay and volunteer 
egos to massage 

So there’s going to be a lot of politick- 
ing as communities face abrupt changes 
in what county employees have taken to 
calling the “service delivery system.” 

Intense public debate can prevent any 
service from being delivered. In 1974, 
for instance, the city of Omaha turned* 
over administration of several human 
services to Douglas County, whose com- 
missioners agreed to form an area agen- 
cy on aging in order to qualify for feder- 
al funds. The commissioners were im- 
mediately beset with ten community 
organizations who disagreed over the 
best use of the money It took a full year 
before a coalition was formed. 

There is yet another alternative to loc- 
al cooperation. Elected officials could 
be forced to preside over infighting be- 
tween groups — all heretofore proud to 
have been identified as charitable — 
arguing over the same tax dollars. 

As federal dollars dry up these squab- 
bles will reach heated pitch They may 
in fact lead to the demise of many a 
promising local government career 
Such politicians will be downed by no 
one else, but Penelope Pencilpusher.

Wednesday , January 20— The first 
anniversary of the return of the hos- 
tages from Iran. Also the first 
anniversary of the inauguration of 
President Reagan 

Incredibly, until I read last year’s 
notes, I had forgotten that those two 
events took place on the same day. I 
wrote those notes, not because it was 
such a historic day — it was, to be 
sure, but it was more than that — it 
was a strange, funny, sad, trium- 
phant day — and everyone felt the 
effects in different ways. 

What follows is what I saw that day 
and how it affected me. If you saw 
and felt something entirely different , 
it is about par for that kind of day. 

JANUARY 20, 1981 — It is mid- 
morning and Walter Cronkite is 
announcing that the hostages are ab- 
out to be released.

Walter doesn’t sound very excited 
Why isn’t Walter excited 0 “They'are 
reported to be in two buses, waiting 
to board the two Algerian airliners a 
few feet away on the tarmack...” 

Walter is talking through his teeth, 
terse, almost angry This — Inau- 
guration Day, Liberation Day — was 
to have been Walter’s finest, final 
hour. On a par with lift-off on the lun- 
ching pads in the old days— Walter s 
favorite reporting assignments All 
is finally right with the world, and 
yet — yes. Walter is mad. 

. * Why° 

Walter, ever the professional 
newsman, isn’t saying Partly, 
though, it is because this was to have 
been Jimmy Carter’s finest and final 
hour, too, and the “barbarians" che- 
ated him out of even that Walter tells 
us that much in so many words 

We want with Walter all morning, 
hoping they will be released before 
Noon — swearing-in time Please, let 
Jimmy Carter have this one last mo- 
ment of glory Let him be the one to 
announce it. Let it happen during his 
presidency 

We watch the platforms being 
built, the parade preparations, the 
sleek, black limousines coming and

This was the first and 
only time that a millage to provide 
funding for programs for the elderly 
has appeared on a city wide election 
ballot 

5 The salary figures quoted by 

Mrs LaVan were totally erroneous 
The salary for the Director s position 
is budgeted at $25,889 (figures taken 
from 1982 budget book ) . which places 
that person next-to-last in terms of 
salaries for all Department heads. 
The Deputy Director s salary for fis- 
cal 1982is set at $23,718 (figure taken 
from 1981-82 Supervisory Union Con- 
tract) It is important to point out 
that the salary levels for the Director 
and other Department Heads are set 
by the Mayor and Council during 
budget deliberations and that the sal- 
ary for the Deputy Director and other 
Supervisory employees are negoti- 
ated by a union negotiating team 
The individuals involved are in no 
way involved in establishing their 
salaries. Mrs. LaVan also incorrect- 
ly points out that salary figures for 
these employees are available at the 
City Clerk’s Office. Upon inquiring, 
the City Clerk notifed us that salary 
information must be gotten from the 
Finance Department Budget Con- 
troller. » 

6. Anyone who participates in prog- 
rams sponsored by the city ’s Depart- 
ment on Aging recognizes the need 
for such services and the efficient 
and competent manner in which 
these services are carried out You 
cannot convince the 31 persons cur- 
rently receiving nourishment 
through Homebound Meal Deliveries 
that the program is inefficient and 
incompetent. Also, try to convince 
the 200 persons who have received 
In-Home Chore Services, or the 150 
persons who receive a daily phone 
call through the Tele-Care program ; 
or the over 100 persons who had 
Homestead Tax Forms filled out in 
one week (January 4 through 8) ; or 
the over 200 persons who attend edu- 
cational classes provided in coopera- 
tion with the local school districts ; or 
the over 500 who participate in club 
activities at city sponsored sites; 
that these programs are run ineffi- 
ciently. Such statistics and services 
are a product of qualified, dedicated 
individuals not the product of shout- 
ing, selfish, flag raising individuals. 

In our opinion, the thing that 
prompts criticism similar to Mrs. 
LaVan’s is that people have miscon- 
ceptions of the role the Department 
On Aging plays within the Aging net- 
work and the city government. It is 
important to point out that the De- 
partment is to provide programs 
which enrich the quality of life for 
Westland’s elderly residents. 
However, it is not a “cure-all” agen- 
cy. Some situations, such as the lack 
of subsidized housing is something 
even the most qualified person can 
not change. We must also remember 
that the Department is not a welfare 
agency - its purpose is not to “hand 
out" money, food, or appliances, 
such as dehumidifiers, the Depart- 
ment can. however, provide informa- 
tion to qualified individuals on where 
they can receive such assistance. 

7 It is true that many local church 
officials assisted in supporting the 
millage issue. However, the two 
mentioned in Mrs. LeVan’s letter 
merely affixed their signatures to a 
piece of literature paid for by the 
organized Committee supporting the 
millage. They did so recognizing that 
additional funding was needed if the 
elderly were to be properly taken 
care of They looked upon the Char- 
ter Amendment as a “non-political” 
issue. 

However , the pastor named in Mrs. 
LaVan’s letter as taking unjust cri- 
ticism from proposal supporters, 
attempted to disguise his opposition 
to the millage and the personnel 
operating the Department On Aging, 
in meeting notices sent to many per- 
sons in his parish He used these 
notices to personally attack the staff 
of the Department and to condemn 
the millage (See attached letters 
distributed to parishioners). 

8 The new Mayor and the top coun- 
cil vote getter both stated prior to the 
election that they were opposed to the 
millage because enough monies were 
available for senior Services without 
the additional millage In fact, the 
Mayor distributed campaign litera- 
ture stating one of his goals is the 
reinstatement of essential senior ser- 
vices Therefore, the minutes Mrs 
LaVan refers to are not asking the 
Mayor and top vote-getter to come up 
with additional funds, but are just re- 
minding them of their committment 
to the elderly of the community 

9 Mrs LaVan states that the 
Directors were personally responsi 
ble for driving seniors to the poll 
This is untrue We can verify that 
they worked at the polls, without 
breaks, on election day. distributing 
literature for the candidates of their 
choice « Election Day is a holiday for 


I know there’s life after death 
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all city workers) If Mrs LaVan 
cares to challenge this she can do so 
by providing the names of those peo- 
ple who received rides 

10 As for the lack of support of the 
programs among the elderly and the 
community we can provide further 
statistics in addition to those pre- 
viously mentioned, the millage ques- 
tion received 6.400 and some odd 
votes, certainly far more than many 
people expected and a strong show of 
support You can argue that 7.000 
^ersons voted against it We feel that 
the “no" votes were cast against a 
tax increase not against the Depart- 
ment or its programs Also, absentee 
votes run almost 3 to 1 in favor of the 
proposal It is generally thought that 
most of the absentee voters are 
seniors. Therefore, we feel that the 
program was supported by the elder- 
ly residents In addition, 126 persons 
were willing to spend Election Day 
distributing literature for the Char- 
ter Amendment. Such statistics cer- 
tainly show* that the elderly and the 
community recognize the import- 
ance of city sponsored senior ser- 
vices. One last statistic — when cal- 
led upon to contribute to the cam- 
paign and to the Department s 
budget, the seniors, their clubs, and 
community groups came through 

•with flying colors. Close to $5,000 in 
donations has been raised to keep the 
Department operating and func- 
tional. 

1 1 We have provided informtion to 
substantiate our claims. We would 
hope that in the future those persons 
criticizing the Department do like- 
wise instead of depending on idle 
rumors and gossip. Also, we feel that 
such criticism, through the local 
news media, has a negative effect on 
the community. There are proper 
channels, the Advisory Council, the 
Commission, and the City Council, 
which Mrs. LaVan and others can use 
to discuss problems and look for posi- 
tive solutions. Therefore, we. the 
Commission, are inviting Mrs. 
LaVan to attend our next meeting, 
January 26. 1982, to air her grie- 
vences. 

Finally, we are appalled that 
someone like Mrs. LaVan, with her 
background in church and commun- 
ity groups, can find joy in other peo- 
ple’s misery.

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Can icefishing be enjoyable? 


If you walk through the sporting goods section of any 
department store, you’ll find the shelves piled high with 
icefishing tackle. 

A casual observer would have a difficult time under- 
standing why anyone in his right mind would subject his 
body to such an insane pastime as fishing on a body of 
water that has frozen solid. 

Not only does an icefisherman have to contend with 
the elements, but his mobility is severely impaired both 
by heavy clothing and by the fact that every time he 
wants to move to a different spot, he has to cut, chop, 
drill or spud another hole through ice that sometimes 
can be four or five feet thick 

He sits on a stool or an overturned bucket for hours on 
end in sleet . blustery winds and snowstorms . falls on his 
can every third or fourth step and— if he's really lucky— 
he’ll have a few dinky perch to show for his efforts. 

An icefisherman would be hard pressed to come up 
with an explanation on why he finds it so enjoyable. 

Perhaps these tips, prepared by the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, will help make your ice- 
fishing trips even more enjoyable: 

TECHNIQUES— There are three basic ways to go ab- 
out icefishing: with handlines, tips-ups, or spears. The 
first two are the most popular, probably because they 
are the simplest and can be used for taking just about 
every kind of legal fish that swims in Michigan waters. 

Spear fishing is a more specialized sport which puts a 
premium on patience and accuracy. 

Generally, all three methods are best from around 
dawn until mid-morning and again from late afternoon 
to sundown. However, spearing action usually holds up 
throughout the day. 

Keep in mind that fish become rather sluggish during 


the winter and move around less than during summer. 
So it stands to reason that the more holes you cut and try 
the better your chances are for locating fish. 

HOOK AND LINE— In getting geared up, you’ll want 
a short fishing rod two to three feet in length. A limber 
rod is usually preferred for catching panfish and trout, 
and a stiff rod. which aids in setting the hook, for pike, 
walleyes and muskies. 

If you’re after big fish, a free-running reel, instead of 
the usual line-winding cleat, is a must. It will allow you 
to play” your fish. And when used without a bobber, 
this reel will let you change your fishing depth easily. 

Fishing line should be transparent monofilament. Not 
over four-pound test is recommended for panfish and 
brown and rainbow trout. Anglers who fish for pike and 
muskies use line as heavy as eight- to 12-pound test 

Neglecting to use light line is probably the most fre- 
quent mistake of unsuccessful fishermen. Occasionally, 
fish will break light line, but with some finesse, you can 
land most fish and are certain to have more bites. 

When it comes to the bobber . the smaller the better , as 
long as it s big enough to stay afloat . The boat buoy ance 
and lure weight should be balanced so the slightest nib- 
ble will sink the bobber and offer minimum resistance 
to the fish. If the float is too big. fish often spit out the 
bait. 

TIP-UPS— Tip-ups equipped with reels and flags are 
used mostly for larger fish. They are cheap to buy and 
easy to make. 

There is no big trick to operating tip-ups; they are 
merely baited and set out. When a fish bites, the flag 
flies up and the fun begins. The rest is up to the fisher- 
man and he goes to it by giving his line a solid jerk, 
setting the hook Next, he pulls the line in rapidly, hand

the-century novel. 
Essentially, “Ragtime" 
is a scintillating slice of 
Americana, using bust- 
ling New York City and 
its environs as a back- 
drop for the story. 

Milos Forman then 
took a phalanx of un- 
known talent and cast 
them in pseudo-historical 
roles, bringing them 
together in a riveting cli- 
max highlighted by the 
appearance of James 
Cagney as Police Com- 
missioner Rheinlander 
Waldo. 

Here’s how Ragtime” 
develops — High-class 
Westchester parents 
(played by Mary Steen- 
burgen and James 
Olson) take in a black 
female border (Debbie 
Allen) and her newborn 
child after the father dis- 
appears 

Meanwhile'back in 
New York, Evelyn Nesbit 
( Elizabeth McGovern ) , a 
controversial model/ac- 
tress, is implicated in the 
death of her one-time lov- 
er, architect Standford 
White (Norman Mailer), 
but doesn't care about

the fate of the accused — 
her husband (Robert 
Joy) one way or the 
other. She’d rather spend 
her time shopping on the 
lower East Side of Man- 
hattan where she meets 
two very important peo- 
ple — Tateh (Mandy 
Patinkin ) , a Jewish 
silhouette artist who will 
later become a famous si- 
lent movie director, and 
the younger brother’ 
(Brad Dourif) of Mary 
Steenburgen. 

Back in Westchester, 
the father of the baby, a 
ragtime piano player 
named Coalhouse Wal- 
ker (Howard E. Rollins) 
claims the child, after ex- 
plaining to the family 
that he couldn't support 
the child and its mother 


until now. Coalhouse, 
who is employed by a rit- 
zy Harlem nightclub, is 
now able to afford a first- 
class automobile as well 

As he returns to New 
York to make plans for 
his family, he is con- 
fronted by a racist fire 
brigade which takes 
hideous liberties with the 
vehicle. Walker wants 
justice, but the legal sys- 
tem favors the white 
men. 

Incensed. Walker is 
forced to plot a bloody re- 
venge which involves the 
younger brother’ who 
has since given up on 
Nesbit and his sister 
(Steenburgen). 
“Ragtime” is so com- 
pelling a tale that it 
leaves you begging for 
more. All of the 
aforementioned actors 
and actresses are worthy 
of Oscar consideration, 
especially Miss 
McGovern who is posi- 
tively zany. 

Milos Forman and 
Dino De Laureniis have 
given us a masterpiece 
which will also force us to 
re-examine our treat- 
ment of the black man

over hand. When the fish is near the hole, it’s time to 
play it careful 

In their haste, anglers more frequently lose their 
catches at this point by trying to get the fish on the ice 
before it is ready Be prepared to let the line slip through 
your fingers— but always with some tension 

Tip-ups are especially nice to have in colder weather 
when it’s hard to stand guard over fishing holes for a 
long period of time Once the tip-ups are set out, the 
fisherman can retire to a warm shanty and wait for the 
action to pop. 

Or, tip-ups give an angler a chance to try their luck at 
handline fishing at the same time But remember— 
Michigan fishing laws permit an angler to use only two 
poles at the same time This means you can operate two 
handlines, a handline and a tip-up. or two tip-ups. 

SPEARING— An absolute “must” is to have a dark 
shanty which eliminates the chance of fish seeing you 
and being spooked. If you have a stove in your shanty, 
make sure the flow from it is blocked The shanty itself 
should be sturdily built so the sound from your move- 
ments inside will not travel through the ice. The fisher- 
man should wear dark clothing and gloves. 

F or the sake of accuracy, use a spear that is weighted . 
Those that aren’t have to be thrown too hard and this 
tends to make them angle off course. 

Overall weight of the spear depends upon the fisher- 
man’s tastes and the kind of fish he’s going after 

The spear used on sturgeon may weigh as much as 18 
pounds. Your spear should have seven to nine strong 
tines and about a seven-foot handle with a rope attached 
so you won’t lose it. 

In attaching the rope, run it through a cotterpin on the 
spear’s handle down the tines where it is tied fast or 
secured with a metal ring. When you hit the mark and 
start to haul the fish up, a slight jerk pulls the cotterpin 
out and lets you lift the spear with the tines up . If the fish 
isn’t speared very well, this helps to keep it on the tines 
instead of giving it a chance to work free. 

The element of surprise can t be overstressed as a key 
to successful spear fishing. In getting poised for action, 
lower your spear into the water before you release it. 
Otherwise, it will make a loud spash when it hits the 
water and alert the fish in time to let it dart away to 
safety.

Everywhere we look today we see boys and girls, guys and gals, men and 
women, even mere infants, clad in the uniform-of-the-day ~ jeans. The two- 
legged bit of apparel with its sprayed-on look constructed from very ungla- 
morous bolts of cloth called denim, glare at us from magazines, billboards, 
television commercials, posters, newspaper ads until we’ve become a nation 
of rear-view spectators. 

No longer considering them the exclusive emblem of the farmer, people the 
world over are turning to jeans for work and play the year round and with 
many turning up in the classiest of places with exorbitant price tags clipped 
from their seams but their designer’s logoes glaringly obvious. 

Out West, especially among cattlemen, however, they are usually called 
Levis and in other places they're referred to as denims and dungarees. But. 
were a poll to be taken across the horizons, “jeans” would no doubt win the 
title hands down. 

Where did this unlikely term originate? Although thousands of girls named 
Jean have worn them, there is no connection at all between the girl’s name 
and that of the garment. The very simple explanation is that it’s actually an 
altered form of “Genoa” where the cloth was once woven 

Similarly , Denim comes from the phrase ‘ serge de N imes ’ ’ after the city of 
Nimes, France 

Levis derive their name from Levi Strauss, a San Francisco clothing mer- 
chant of Gold Rush days. His contribution was the .addition of rivets to the 
corners of pockets so that they would not tear out when miners loaded them 
with samples of ore . As their fame spread throughout the West . Levis became 
the popular term for those durable work clothes — just as Stetson or John B 
(both from the John B. Stetson hat manufacturing company) became the 
accepted terms for the cowpuncher s 10-gallon hat 

And what about dungarees, you're wondering? Again, the term is related to 
a city - this time in Southern Asia. More than 250 years ago. English 
traders began to bring back from India a coarsely woven cotton cloth which 
was known in Hindustani ~ the trade language of India - as • dungri ” 

At first it was used chiefly for sails and tents, but seamen, noting its 
long-wearing qualities, began fashioning it into work clothing As time pas- 
sed. “dungri” picked up another syllable, becoming dungaree What's 
more, dungarees became the standard work uniform of the navy and mer- 
chant marine and it’s a fair guess that the present popularity of dungarees can 
be traced, at least in part, to the fact that millions of young Americans wore 
them for the first time during World War 11 The textile industry, however. 


prefers to label the material “denim.” 

And while we re on the subject of good , wearable fabrics, let s check out still 
another very popular piece of cloth -- corduroy, - also dubbed “cords” by its 
thousands of disciples. 

At one time, of all materials used for clothing, none (save, perhaps denim) 
was so sturdy, so well able to withstand the abusive rough and tumble wear of 
young people as corduroy. It, too, is the plebeian workhorse of today's fabrics 
and yet its name means “cord fit for the king ” Originally corduroy (from the 
French “corde du roi”) was woven from silk and was used exclusively by the 
kings of France as part of their hunting costumes. All so simple, what? 

And, since we’re being so “materialistic”, wanna know where the 
saying “cotton to” originated? When we say we “cotton to” a person or idea 
( meaning that we have taken a fancy to it ) we are referring directly to the way 
cotton can cling to our clothing. If you have ever tried picking cotton lint from 
a wool suit, you’ll understand the origin of the phrase 

Now - do you cotton to that explanation 0 


If, on picking up Colleen McCullough's “An Indecent Obsession” you’re 
expecting another Thornbirds” - forget it! This is a far cry from her in- 
depth story of an Australian sheep farmer ’s family w hich wove a tapestry of 
romance, religion and ranching 

As far removed from the ovine world as champagne from goat’s milk, her 
latest tale is set in the mental ward of a military hospital on a tropical 
indo-Pacific island at the end of World War 1 1 Ward X and its five remaining 
patients and their nurse. Honour Langtry, fill the list of characters which, 
somehow, failed to gain this reader’s sympathy or empathy 

Physically isolated and set apart from the rest of the hospital. Ward X is a 
harbor for “troppo ’ inmates - soldiers who’ve broken under stresses of 
jungle warfare 

Langtry cares deeply for the quintet in her charge, each very different from 
one another in background, temperament and the nature of his problem and 
each bound together by the routine of their days and. above all. a shared and 
possessive devotion to their nurse 

The last thing they anticipate or want at that late date, with the hospital 
soon to close, is a new admission 

Sgt Michael Wilson is an instantly unsettling presence not only does he 
upset the delicate balance of the ward but he is so visibly intact a man 


composed and very much in charge of himself What is he doing there, why is 
he a patient? 

Langtry from his papers knows of the violent crisis from which he ostens- 
ibly needs to recover but is hard to square this with the man she sees and 
begins to know. 

Despite his acceptance after the initial disquiet vanishes. Langtry does not 
see. cannot see. the devastating consequences of her burgeoning interest in 
her new patient and he. never willing it, becomes the catalyst for jealousy, 
violence, intrigue, conspiracy, love and tragedy. 

The ending is a bit too abrupt and leaves a reader hanging and wondering 
just what it was all about But then - ANYthing McCullough might have 
attempted after her great success with Thornbirds w as likely to be a letdown

Royalty and Royal Burgundy are pro- 
ductive early bush-type beans. The 5- to 
6-inch pods are a deep royal purple. Af- 
ter a couple of minutes in boiling water, 
they turn a rich dark green. 

Another colorful bean is the Scarlet 
Runner pole bean. The climbing vine 
bears scarlet flowers and green pods 
that turn to wine red when ripe The 
seeds inside the pods are reddish-brow n 
mottled with black Though it’s most 
often planted as an ornamental, the 
beans are edible both as snap beans and 
shelled beans. 

For a dash of color in your salad gar- 
den. try Salad Trim or Ruby lettuce 


Salad Trim is a purplish-red leaf lettuce 
Ruby, a 1958 All-American Selections 
bronze medal winner, is a looseleaf red. 
frilly lettuce that holds up well in hot 
weather. 

If you still don't have enough purple in 
your garden, you can choose from crops 
that are commonly purple Eggplant,

August is no time to decide you should 
have planted flowers for drying in the 
spring. Now. w hile the seed catalogs are 
coming in and the garden plans are tak- 
ing shape, is the time to choose what 
you’ll plant 

Extension horticulturists at Michigan 
State University point out that seed 
catalogs often group together flowers 
that are especially good for drying. 
Check the indexes for listings like ‘ ever- 
lastings.” 

In a catalog that lists flowers strictly 
by species, look for the following 
annuals: strawflowers. statice, annual 
larkspur, marigold, dusty miller. C 9 ck- 
scomb. and calendula All these flowers 
dry nicely hung upside-dowm in bunches 
or stood upright in jars. 

Perennials that dry well by this tech- 
nique include astilbe. baby’s breath, 
lavendar, lemon verbena, flowering on- 
ion. beebalm and butterflv weed 


For drying in sand or borax, consider 
annual asters, balsam (Touch-Me-Not), 
candytuft. Canterbury bells (a bien- 
nial), annual dianthus. coreopsis, corn- 
flower, cosmos, gloriosa daisy, pansy, 
stock, snapdragon and zinnia. Peren- 
nials that can be dried by this method 
include perennial asters, balloon- 
flower. columbine, coneflower, coral- 
bells, delphinium, painted and Shasta 
daisies, peonies, mums, day lilies, iris, 
gladiolus, lilac, lily of the valley, tulips 
and roses. 

Annuals, the horticulturists explain, 
are grown new from seed each year. 
Some are available as greenhouse- 
grown bedding plants, while others are 
planted as seed in the garden. Biennials 
take two years to grow, flower and pro- 
duce seed They are often planted from 
seed in the fall Perennials may be 
planted as seeds, plants, bulbs, corms or 
tubers.

Versatility was the trademark of the 
22 players named to Associated News- 
papers’ 1981 Class B All-Area Football 
Team. 

Nearly all of the gridders selected 
went both ways and had such outstand- 
ing talent they could have started on just 
about any Class A high school grid 
teams around. 

Inkster, which tied for the Suburban 
Athletic Conference title with a 3-1 re- 
cord, placed seven on the dream squad. 
Dearborn Heights Robichaud also had 
seven named to the team, Cherry Hill 
had five selected and New Boston Huron 
had three All-Area gridders. 

Making the honor team from Inkster 
were Christopher Starks, Bernard 
Robinson, Steve Robertson, Kelby 
Knight, Alphonso Baskin, Dwight Butler 
and Ronald Gibson. Robichaud’s 
nominees are Kenrick Bond, Reed Co- 
wherd, Richard Mele, David McIntosh, 
Wade Cook, Paul Green and Mark Med- 
lock. 

Cherry Hill placed John Green, 
Everett Pounds, Guy Krikorian, Greg 
Evans and Sam Taylor, while New Bos- 
ton Huron’s trio are Shawn Slayton, 
Mike Cady and A.J. Richardson. 

Arnice James, Associated Newspap- 
ers’ Coach of the Year, led his Inkster 
Vikings to five consecutive wins after 
dropping his first four games. The 5- 
game winning streak allowed the Vik- 
ings to post a 5-4 overall record and 3-1 in 
the SAC to tie Highland Park for the 
league title. 

BERNARD ROBINSON, a 5-7, 165- 
pound sophomore, played a vital role for 
Inkster, rushing for 564 yards on 67 car- 
ries and scoring eight touchdowns. In- 
cluded were runbacks of a punt and 
kickoff for touchdowns. The fleet 10th 
grader has a bright future with his abil- 
ity to hit the hole quickly and speed to 
leave would-be tacklers grasping for air 
when he passes the line of scrimmage. 
Chosen Ail -SAC running back. 

STEVE ROBERTSON played both 
ways at guard and defensive tackle and 
is considered a major college prospect. 


This past football season ended 
totally different than it started for 
the Inkster Vikings Coach Arnice 
Jame s squad lost its first four games 
— then won its last five contests of the 
season. 

Those ftve consecutive wins lifted 
Inkster to a 5-4 season record and a 
3-1 Suburban Ahletic Conference 
mark which gave them a co- 
championship with Highland Park. 

For his efforts, Arnice James has 
been named Associated Newspap- 
ers' Class B Coach of the Year 

The veteran grid mentor said this 
fall’s late-season heroics was one of 
two big thrills in his coaching career 
which started in 1974 James’s other 
big thrill in coaching football came in 
his first year as varsity coach at In- 
kster in 1974 The Vikings finished 
that season with a 7-2 record and 
second in the SAC They also finished 
runnerup in the SAC in 1977 with a 5-2 
overall mark in 1977 


The 5-10, 212-pound senior made 71 solo 
takcles, assisted on 40 other tackles, 
sacked the opposing quarterback seven 
times and blocked two punts. Made all- 
league as offensive guard. 

CHRISTOPHER STARKS was named 
again to ANP’s All-Area team with some 
impressive statistics. The 5-11, 165- 
pound wide receiver grabbed 14 recep- 
tions for 189 yards and two touchdowns. 
Also named All-SAC end and was valu- 
able as defensive back for Inkster when 
opponents had the ball. 

KELBY KNIGHT, a 6-1, 184-pound 
offensive tackle and defensive end was 
especially effective in stopping the other 
team’s offense. The strong senior made 
40 solo takcles, assisted on 28 others, 
sacked the opposing quarterback three 
times, recovered a fumble and blocked 
one punt. Named to All-SAC squad^s 
defensive end. 

ALFONSO BASKIN’s 60 solo tackles 
and 51 assisted stops made him an all- 
league selection as a middle linebakcer. 
The 5-9, 175-pound senior also sacked the 
opposing quarterback twice and inter- 
cepted a pass in Inkster’s resurgence in 
the last five games of the season. 

DWIGHT BUTLER made an unusual 
amount of tackles for a safety, coming 
up with 41 solo stops and 27 assists. He 
intercepted three passes and recovered 
two fumbles. He was one of six Inkster 
players named All-Suburban Athletic 
Conference. 


“I was very pleased with the way 
we came on strong at the end of the 
season.” said James, who has been a 
physical education teacher in Inkster 
Public Schools since 1952 He just 
finished his 8th year as varsity grid 
coach after coaching many years at 
the junior high level His coaching 
duties included guiding basketball, 
football, track and baseball at Fel 
lrath Junior High where he was 
director of the physical education 
and athletic department 
He was named athletic director at 
Inkster High School in 1978 
“We finished real strong this fall 
and could very easily have had a 7-2 
record James said “We lost to 
Highland Park. 8-0. when they scored 
late in the fourth quarter and we 
came back and almost scored We 
lost to Warren High 12-6 in overtime 
Also, we held a good Willow' Run 
team to a slight 7-6 lead until they 
scored two touchdowns in the last 


RONALD GIBSON made honorable 
mention all-league and had some im- 
pressive stats. He had 25 solo tackles 
and assisted on 15 others plus intercept- 
ing four passes. The 5-8, 160-pound 
senior cornerback used speed and 
quickness to be effective against the 
run. 

KENRIC BOND repeats as an All- 
Area selection for Robichaud. The 
talented 6-0, 185-pound running back and 
linebacker was co-Most Valuable Play- 
er in the Suburban Athletic Conference. 
Tri-Captain this season, made all-city 
and honorable mention All-Suburban 
and honorable mention All-State. Called 
the finest running back among Dear- 
born Heights’ four high schools. Carried 
the ball 152 times for 577 yards. Caught 
eight passes for 140 yards and one touch- 
down. Leading Bulldog defensive player 
with 93 tackles. Coach Bob Yauck calls 
him best all-around player on the team. 
The 3-year letterman in basketball also 
recovered two fumbles and forced 
another, had 65 assists and w f as honored 
as captain of All-City team. 

REED COWHERD won honors as a 
center and defensive end. The 6-2, 205- 
pound senior was one of the best one-on- 
one blockers ever to snap the ball for the 
Bulldogs. In addition, he was chosen 
first team All-SAC as a defensive end. 
“He’s one of the best centers we’ve had 
at Robichaud in the past 10 years,” said 
Coach Yauck. An All-City player, he 
carries a 3.0 grade point average and is 
a fine college prospect . Started as defen- 
sive tackle but was moved to defensive 
end and really “took off,” Yauck said. 

RICHARD MELE is a 5-10, 195-pound 
junior who played offensive guard and 
defensive tackle. First year on varsity, 
he earned All-League and All-City hon- 
ors. He’s a 2-year letterman as a wrest- 
ler and was All-City as a wrestler as a 
sophomore. Also stand out in baseball, 
starting at first base as a 10th grader. 
“We re looking for another outstanding 
year from this fine young man next sea- 
son,” Yauck said. Named Tri-Captain 
for next football season and plays with 
great enthusiasm. 

DAVID McINTOSH was called by the 
Willow Run coach the finest defensive 
tackle they faced. The 6-2, 205- 
pound junior was elected Tri-Captain 
for next grid season and will give the 
Bulldogs an extremely tough defensive 
line. “He anchored our offensive line 
and I would rate him as an All-State 
candidate next year as a defensive tack- 
le.” Coach Yauck said McIntosh had 65 
solo takcles, 48 assists and five fumble 
recoveries in making honorable men- 
tion All-Suburban 

WADE COOK just missed making All- 
Suburban Athletic League team by one 
vote. The 5-9, 165-pound speedster made 
All-City as a junior and great things are 
expected of him next fall. Very strong

First year basketball coach Dave Van 
Wagoner must feel a little like comedian 
Rodney Dangerfield. All he wants is a 
little respect for his Chief cagers. 

The Canton coach watched his squad 
drop its seventh game in eight starts 
Friday at Northville as the Mustangs 
rode a 22-6 third quarter margin to a 
51-47 Western Six League victory. 

“We know teams will look at our 1-8 
record and think we will not be competi- 
tive,” Van Wagoner said after Friday’s 
discouraging defeat ; “But we’re work- 
ing hard in searching for respect on the 
court. We still think we ll be all right if 
we work hard and should knock off some 
good teams before the season is over.” 

Canton’s mystifying Chiefs are really 
hard to figure out. They play like world- 
beaters during some quarters, but com- 
pletely fall apart at other times during a 
game. That was especially true when a 
disastrous third quarter ruined an 
otherwise excellent defensive perform- 
ance by the Chiefs. 

Canton jumped to a 6-4 first quarter 
edge in a low-scoring start. The Chiefs 
increased their lead to 22-15 at halftime 
by holding Northville to just 11 second 
quarter points. That’s when the roof fell 
in. 


In the disastrous third quarter, North- 
ville threw on a full-court press and con- 
verted many Canton turnovers into 
easy baskets on their way to a 22-6 scor- 
ing binge. Northville’s 6-4 center Carl 
Lang got efght of his game-high 14 mar- 
kers in the third stanza and teammate 
Kurzawa got all eight of his points in that 
frame. 

“We went ice cold from the floor, hit- 
ting only 2-of-17 field goal attempts in 
that period,” Van Wagoner said. 

“We also missed six free throws dur- 
ing that span. Northville got a lot of 
steals off their press when we threw the 
ball away.

Canton came back with a 19-14 edge in 
the final quarter but its rally fell four 
points short.
